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MOODY CHURCH 
SWEPT BY FLAMES 


Interior of Big North Side Ed- 
ifice Destroyed Early 
in Morning. 


FIRE THREATENS SPREAD 


—— 


Fire early this morning destroyed the in- 
terior of the old Moody church at La Salle 
street and Chicago avenue and threatened the 
adjoining buildings of the Moody Bible in- 
stitute. The blaze started on one of the 
upper floors, and the police suspect it was 
incendiary. Only an hour before a smal! fire 
was discovered in the rear of a house almost 
across the street. This, too, was of un- 
known origin. 

The church lies almost across the street 
from the Chicago avenue station, where the 
alarm was given, but it had gained such 
headway before it was discovered that the 
whole group of buildings was threatened. To 
extinguish the flames it was necessary to tear 
out moat of the ceilings. 


Students Pile Downstairs. 

When the firemen arrived the whole north 
end of the church was afire, and the roof of 
the students’ dormitories, which run from 
112 to 116 Chicago avenue, was catching. 
One hundred students roused by a few of 
their number were piling down the stairs, 
most of them in their nightclothes, but a few 
dragging trunks with their scanty posses- 
sions. Some ran into the church to save 
some of the old books which had been there 
since the Moody Bible institute and the 
church were founded. 
The loss will exceed $25,000, even if the 
valuable organ is found to be uninjured. 
The church had outgrown its old quarters 
and plans for a new building have been under 
consideration for some time. 


Histo.y Goes Back to 1858. 

The start of the Moody Bible institute and 
annexes goes back as far as 1858. Dwight L. 
Moody was the creative spirit. He interested 
I. H. Burch and John V. Farwell in his project. 
and for some time held meetings at Wells 
and Chicago avenue, then removed to larger 
quarters at North Market hall, where the 
county jail now stands. 

In 1864 Mr. Moody organised the Illinois 
Street church, where he held meetings and 
organized outside work until the time of 
the fire. For a year or so after the fire 
he held meetings wherever he could on the 
south side. Ira D. Sankey became asso- 
ciated with him at this time. In 1872 he 
built the temporary north side tabernacle 
at Wells and Ontario streets. Mr. Moody 
resolved to build a permanent structure and 
in two years’ time raised enough money to 
advance work on the building which has 
burned. 


Completed in 1876. 

The building at first was roofless, but the 
auditorium was 80 covered that meetings 
could be held. The edifice was completed in 
1876. Up to that time the preaching and pas- 
toral work was done chiefly by Mr. Moody, 
assisted: by Watts De Golyer. Then Mr. 
Moody became renowned as an evangelist, 
and began his travels abroad with Mr. San- 
key. 

Of first importance in the church's work is 
the Bible institute, a creation of Mr. Moody 
to obtain trained assistance for evangelical 
work. The institute formally was opened 
on Oct. 1, 1889, with R. A. Torrey as super- 
intendent. For several years it was con- 
ducted so quietly it attracted little attention 
in Chicago. But it acquired wide promi- 
pence abroad, and during the world's fair 
it finally received general recognition in Chi- 
cago. Then 900 students were living in the 
institute and teachers of eminence held 
places in the faculty.

CHICAGOAN AMONG DEAD 


BULLETIN. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 9, 3:15 a. m.— 
At 3 o’clock the bodies of seven men 
who had jumped from the fourth floor 
were found on the sidewalk. 

Among them was that of J. Martin 
Rickey of Chicago. : 

St. Louis, Mo., March 9.~—Of 135 roomers at 
the Missouri Athietic club, whose building 
at Washington avenue and Fourth street 
caught fire early today, not more than twen- 
ty were accounted for an hour after the alarm 
was given. 

The remaining men are believed to have 
been trapped on the floors above the fourth. 

If this proves to be true, not one of them 
will escape alive, as the entire building is 
now a seething mass of fire. 

Roof Caves In. 

At 2:45 this morning the roof of the mas- 
sive structure, occupying half a city square, 
caved in, carrying down with it several 
floors, and, it is believed, more than 100 
dead. 

Every available ambulance and police pa- 
trol wagon in the city has been called to the 
scene, : | 

A careful census of those who escaped: from 
the building was taken by the police and an 
officer of the club, and not more than two 
dozen men were accounted for. It is almost 
certain all the others were burned to death. 

The fire was discovered bursting from the 
windows of the lower four stories of the 
building occupied by the club and the Boat- 
men’s bank. : 

It drove scores of roomers at the club into 
the street in their night clothes. It was im- 
possible to enter the building in search of 
the missing. 

Call Apparatus Out. 

At 2:30 o’clock every fire fighting engine 
in the city and every fireman was on the 
scene, but the blase spread in all directions 
and was far beyond the control of the fire- 
men. The entire block bounded by Fourth 
street, Broadway, Washington avenue, and 
Lucas avenue was doomed. 

The refiection in the sky caused by the 
flames could be seen from all parts of the 
city. This, together with the whistles and 
bells of the engines, woke up thousands of 
persons, who soon flocked to the scene. 

Within half an hour after the fire was dis- 
covered the flames were shooting through 
the eight floors of the huge M. A. C. building.

GIRL OF GHETTO, 
DESPAIRING, DIES 


Story Found in Gas Filled 
Room Tells Life of Labor, 
Hope, Disillusion. 


SOUGHT LOVE IN VAIN. 


Rosie’ Asorowsky’s life was filled with 
cares and troubles, with toil, and hunger, and 
persecution. In her own words, she “ strug- 
gied through the depths of a mire, dreaming 
of the sun which should dry up all the mud.“ 

The dawn of her visions came yesterday. 
She was found dead at 1506 Polk street. She 
had killed herself by gas. 

The drab story of her life, with the reason 
for her determination to.end it, was told in 
a hundred pages of manuscript, written on 
both sides in Yiddish. It was deciphered 
by a pollee interpreter. 

“ Death is the one way.“ she had written, 
“the only way for me. I shall never see the 
sun with these blind, worldly eyes. The 
dawn will never break for me. 


Love Even Disappoints. 

“Once, when he came, I thought the sun 
had arisen, My heart was near to bursting 
with its happiness, But, ah it was only the 
wind from the east, fluttering on my lips, and 
because it was warm I thought it had come 
from the sun. I was too blind to know. |

Mrs. Morris Miller was awakened in the 
morning by the odor of gas. She traced 
it, and found the body. 

The manuscript of Rosie's life story is at the 
Maxwell street station. The interpreter read 
parts of it aloud last night. It was dated 
Jan. 23, 1914. 


Spent Youth in Kieff. 

It tells of every incident in the twenty-aix 
years of Rosie's life which had left an im- 
pression of her childhood, the years she 
worked im her father’s house in Kieff, the 
Holy City of Russia, of her coming to Amer- 
ica, her studies, her ambitions, and her love 
for a ‘man. 

Nowhere does she mention the man's name, 
or his acceptance of her money. Mrs. Miller 
supplied the latter details to the police. 

“My handsome one,” the interpreter read, 
“how 1 have waited for you all these years. 
I saw your: face once long ago, the day my 
father scolded me when I had lost the forty 
kopecks. I dreamed then that you were by 
my side, and that vou whispered that it did 
not matter. Some day we should meet and 
you should protect me from all the world,”

LONDON, March 8.—Militant suffragists 
engaged in a battle with the police today 
on their favorite field, Trafalgar square, and 
in a pouring rain. 

The arrest of Sylvia Pankhurst for the 
sixth time under the cat and mouse law 
precipitated the conflict. In addition to Mias 
Pankhurst seven women and three men were 
arrested,

Member of American Aristoc- 
racy Passes Away Sudden- 
ly, as He Wished. 


FRIEND OF BOWERY POOR. 


Was Author of Passing of the 
Idle Rich“ and Other Books 
on Society Life. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 8.—Frederick Townsend 
Martin of New York died at the Berkley hotel 
in London today. He was a brother of the 
late Bradley Martin and uncle of the Qount- 
ess of Craven, who before her marriage was 
Miss Cornelia Martin. 

Mr. Martin died from angina pectoris, from 
which he had been a sufferer for many years. 
He suffered an attack in November, though 
it was then described as influenza. 

It was the character of death which Mr. 
Martin desired. When his great friend, 
Harry Sands, died in Paris he said to a cor- 
respondent after the funeral: He passed 
away just as I hope to.”’ 


End Comes Without Pain. 

Mr. Martin’s death came practically with- 
out pain, though with terrible suddenness 
early in the morning. 

Soon after retiring late Saturday night. 
Howard Martin, hearing rappings on the 


wall which separated his room from his 


brother's, went in. 


Mr. Martin complained 


of pains around the heart. Howard com- 


_ forted him, saying it probably was indigea- 
: tion. 


Howard suggested that a doctor be called. 
Mr. Martin refused, saying the pains were 
passing away, but he seemed to have some 
intuition that all was not well, because he 
asked his brother to stay in the room 
throughout the night as he felt nervous, 

A second attack ensued, causing Howard, 
with his brother’s consent, to send fora doc- 
tor. Meanwhile Mr. Martin’s valet was 
aroused and he and Howard Martin rubbed 
Frederick’s chest and gave him brandy. The 
sick man said he felt better and lay back in 
the bed, apparently resting. 

When the doctor arrived he turned to How- 
ard and said that Frederick had been dead 
about ten minutes. 

Lord and Lady Craven and Mrs. Bradley 
Martin were immediately notified. 


WAS BORN IN 1849. 

Frederick Townsend Martin was born on 
Dec. 6, 1849, in Albany, N. T., and was the 
son of the late Henry Hull and Anne Towns- 
end Martin. He was one of five children, of 
whom the eldest was the late Bradley Mar- 
tin, who died in London on Feb. 6, 1913. 

Mr. Martin was descended from a long line 
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names have been household words since long 
before the war of the revolution. 

Although his brother Bradley inherited 
most of the wealth of the family, Frederick 
Townsend Martin received enough to make 
him independent, and he had never engaged 
actively in business, although he was a di- 
rector of the Metropolitan Trust company 
in New York. His social position was in the 
front rank, and for years he gave himself 
up to the diversions of society. 


Was an Art Connoisseur. 

He was an art connoisseur, and although he 
never acquired pictures of immense value, 
those he did have gave him a reputation for 
discrimination. ~ 

About ten years ago Mr .Martin became 
engaged in public uplift work, and since then 
had devoted a great deal of time in educating 
and instructing the people, particularly the 
derelicts, among whom the Bowery mission 
in New York does its work. For six years it 
had been a regular semi-annual event for Mr. 
Martin to provide a supper for several hun- 
dred men at the mission. | 

He interested a number of men and women 
of his own set in uplift work and did much to 
extend interest in the mission and broaden 
the scope of its work. 

Mr. Martin's first book, published in 1911 
and named “ The Passing of the Idle Rich,” 
preached on the evils to society of idleness 
and extravagance. His next book, published 
the same year, was named My Personal 
Experience of Meeting Snobs. The title sug- 
gests the nature of the anecdote which he 
narrated. He also published Reminis- 
cences of My Life.“ 
I Remember,“ was published last October. 
He frequently contributed articles to the 
leading magazines.

New Haven Has 100 Ships. 

The New Haven operates nearly 100 vessels, 
distributed among four companies, the stock 
of which is held by the New England Naviga- 
tion company. The New Haven owns all the 
stock of the Navigation company. The East- 
ern Steamship corporation, controlled by 
the New Haven company, comprises nine 
lines, operating twenty-nine vessels. 

In the middle and south Atlantic trade prac- 
tically all the large lines doing a regular 
through business are either controlled by 
railroads or have been acquired by the At- 
lantic, Gulf, and West Indies steamship lines. 

In the Atlantic and Gulf of Mexico trade 
the Mallory, Texas City, and Southern 
Steamship companies are subsidiaries of the 
Atlantic, Gulf, and West Indies Steamship 
lines, and these lines in turn are working in 
perfect harmony with the Southern Pacific 
Steamship lines (Morgan line), the other im- 
portant line in the trade. 

On the Panama route in the Pacific trade 
the Pacific Mail Steamship company operates 
three services, consisting of nine steamers 
with a total of 27,357 gross tons, between San 
Francisco and Balboa. Of the $20,000,000 of 
the Pacific Mail company’s capital stock the 
Southern company owns $10,010,000, or a 
slight majority. 

The Southern Pacific is the only railroad 
controlling a through route between the At- 
lantic and Pacific seahoarda. 


AID TO FOREIGN. POLICY. 
Washington, D. C., March 8.—Development 
of American foreign policy as an influence 
for commercial expansion anti the cause of 
universal peace is a vital concern of the 
Washington administration in its efforts to 
have repealed the tolls exemption clause 


in the Panama canal act. . 
| Behind the protest of Great Britain, it has 
become known authoritatively, stands the 
united support of European nations, whose 
formal objections to the tolls provision have 
been held in abeyance to await the outcome 
of England’s negotiations with the United 
States on the subject. : 

Underlying the settlement of the tolls dis- 
pute is an ambitious program of American 
diplomacy, which contemplates an early ad- 
justment of relations with the nations of 
the globe, so that the Panama canal may be 
opened in an era of diplomatic good feeling. 


U. S. Seeks to Add to Power. 

An analysis of the foreign relations of the 
United States shows that not only in the 
settlement of past disputes, but in the nego- 
tiations of new trade agreements or treaties, 
the American government is seeking to place 
itself on a parity with the other powers of 
the world so that its influence in Europe as 
well as in the far east may be ascendant. 

The increasing friendship of the United 
States and Great Britain, it is admitted, 
would render it difficult for Japan to expect 
support from its ally in controversies with 
the United States. 

Germany, too, has a vital interest in the 
settlement of the tolls question. 

That the United States will be asked soon 
to negotiate many new commercial treaties is 

expected as a natural result of the opening 
of the Panama canal, which will completely 
rearrange the world’s routes of trade and 


markets. Germany already has made tenta- | 


tive proposals for a reciprocity agreement. 
Italy and southern France will be interest- 

ed greatly in the opening of the canal, as it 

furnishes a direct route to the Pacific coast 
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at few of the principal routes on our en-

Points Difference Between the 
Teachings of Bible and Those 
of Socialism and Others. 


Sar IN LEADING ITEMS. 


Agserts Adam Came Near Ruin- 
ing Paradise Despite Ideal 
Surroundings. 


“The sty does not make the pig, but the pig 
makes the sty.”’ 

“Tt is not a question of position, but of dis- 
position.” 

“Washing white and white washing are 
two different matters.“ 

These were some of the aphorisms of the 
Rey. William T. McElveen, pastor of the 
First Congregational church in Evanston, 
tho spoke last night at the Sunday Evening 
dub in Orchestra hall. Dr. MeElveen's sub- 
ject was “ The Gospel and Other Gospels.“ 
The sphorisms quoted were used to show the 

| @fference between the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
which he pronounced as the best gospel in the 
world, and the gospel of socialism, which he 
gaié had some good things in it, but was de- 
ficient in essential particulars. Other gospels 
which, like socialism, were good ina measure, 
put deficient in important particulars he 
named as the gospel of education, the gospel 
et legislation. and the gospel of ethical cul- 
ture. 
Defining Terms of Socialism. 

“The defining terms of socialism.“ Dr. 
McElveen said, ‘‘are economic determinism 
and clases consciousness. In other words, 
that man is more the creature than the crea- 
tor of circumstances; that circumstances do 
more to mold the man than the man does to 
mold the circumstances. Is this true? No 
one was ever surrounded with better condi- 
tions than was Adam, the first man, in Par- 
adise. Paradise didn't make Adam, but 
Adam came near ruining paradise. 

“Soap, soup, and second hand clothes do 
not make salvation. A clean shirt may cover 
a putrid heart. Christianity is not a repair 
shop for the purpose of tinkering up charac- 
ter, but for making new creatures. We will 
never get trickery out of business nor chi- 
canery out of politics by simply changing the 
economic system. 


) Education Not All. 

“Nor will education alone do the work. 
Bducation can educe but cannot produce. 
You can no more educate a bad man into 
goodness than you educate a buttercup into 
a butterfly. Solomon was the wisest and the 
wickedest man of his day. Goethe had a 
brilliant intellect but a depraved heart. 
Bacon founded a philoscphy, but was a bribe 
taber and a grafter. 

“Brain education puts a sharp weapon into 
a man’s hand, but it doesn't determine the 
mtive that is behind the wielding of the 
weapon. Is not lust more powerful when it 
has musical words with which it can charm? 

“The theory of Buddhism is, reduce the 
flesh to the minimum and raise the mind to 
the maximum and you will have a moral 
millennium. Learning to think is not learning 
tao he good. The worst thing you can do with 
a bad boy is to educate him. 

“The gospel of legislation is subject to 
the same limitations. You may muzzle a 
mad dog and cage a panther, but they will 
remaln the same kind of animals. 

“Ethical culture is the highest form of 
moral thought next to the gospel of Christ. 
It says we are not simply what we are, but 
what we may become. 

“Ethical culture is the attempt to lift 
oneself by his own bootstraps. It can’t be- 
done. The gospel of Christ is the only gospel 
that saves the whole man without taking 
from him any of his natural capacities or 
powers.“

IN 1910 MOONSHINE CASES. 


Candidate for Congress Says He Re- 
turned to Convicted Whisky Men 
Every Dollar They Gave Him. 


Charles Michal, former official secretary 
for Congressman A. J. Sabath, denied yes- 
terday that he had received a cent of profit 
from the attempted compromise of moon- 
shine cases in which a number of Sabath’s 
constituents were involved in 1910. Michel 
himself is now a candidate for congress 
against Pipes McDermott in the Fourth 
district. 

The charge or intimation that I asked 
or received a 10 per cent fee from William 
Schimberg or any of the other defendants in 
the whisky cases is an absolute fabrication.“ 
said Michal. It is true I handled the money 
that was paid to the internal revenue depart- 
ment in the effort to compromise these cases, 
but it also is true that I returned every dol- 
lars to the men from whom I received the 
money after the compromise was rejected by 
the government. 

J acted in this matter as a sort of good 
Samaritan for constituents of Congressman 
Sabath, I admit, to help his 1912 campaign. 
and I did so without charging a cent for my 
services. I paid to the government $16,948. 
All this money, excepting $662.50, was re- 
ceived by me from the defendants. When 
the government returned the $16,948 to me 
I held out only the $662.50, which I had ad- 
vanced from my own pocket. Therest of the 
money was returned to the men to whom it 


belonged.”’

THE NEW ST. PAUL SCANDAL. 

The charges of the interstate commerce 
commission against the St. Paul railroad, 
coming at exactly this moment, can pro- 
duce nothing but confusion in the public 
mind. 

Only a fortnight ago an authorized repre 
sentative of the commission made the most 
serious charges against the Illinois Central 
railroad of using its property on the Chicago 
river in deliberate restraint of trade. 

This charge now appears to be utterly 
refuted, and the credibility of the interstate 
commerce commission is thereby affected. 

Therefore, charges against the St. Paul 
railroad might not be taken with so much 
seriousness in Chicago were it not that the 
St. Paul railroad has long been under sus- 
picion of peculative management. 

Not long ago evidence was presented tend- 
ing strongly to show that there was greft 
in the construction of the Pacific coast ex- 
tension. At that time investigation was 
called for, but was refused by the St. Paul 
managers. 

For years goesip has been on every lip 
that the purchase of supplies for the St. 
Paul railroad was done strictly on a basis of 
favoritiam, and the favorites were in prox- 
imate consanguinity to the Jeading power 
in the railroad. 

The answer of the railroad to the com- 
mission is not complete. It leaves a natural 
question in the public mind as to whether 
the statements as issued were made solely 
for the purpose of selling bonds or whether 
the insiders took advantage of the statement 
to unload St. Paul stocks above their real 
value. 

This suspicion is in no way lessened by 
the sinister presence of William Rockefeller 
upon the board of directors. 

The St. Paul railroad may be in good con- 
dition. It may be managed with an honesty 
equal to that of the best railroad in the 
country. If so, these facts can and should 
be proved. The last time the road was 
under charges it did not try to prove its in- 
nocence. For that reason it should be the 
more anxious to clear its skirts in the present 
case. 

As to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, it has said and done too much or too 
little. It has created a doubt in stockhold- 
ers’ minds for stock market gamblers to 
play upon. 

St. Paul stockholders have been injured 
by the officers of the company and by the 
interstate commerce commission. 

These latter owe it to the former to clear 
up the harassing doubts concerning the true 
state of this property. They owe it no less 
to their own reputations. 


NOT CONVINCED. 

Mr. Bernard J. Mahony probably has 
an extraordinary and newborn respect for 
the doctrine of reasonable doubt. It or- 
erated in his case to keep seven of twelve 
jurors from declaring him guilty of stuff- 
ing a ballot box with votes for Mr. Maclay 
Hoyne, state’s attorney, to whom Mr. Ma- 
hony is an assistant. 

Five jurors, hearing the evidence against 
Mr. Mehony, had zo doubt whatever. They 
were convinced that this guardian of lew 
and upholder of order had been guilty of 
giving to Mr. Hoyne votes that had not 
been cast for him. 

The jury had ne doubt whatever as to 
thé fraud itself. Mr. Hoyne had votes 
counted for him that had not been cast for 
him. Some of the jurymen thought the evi- 
dence insufficient to determine that Mr. 
Hoyne's present assistant had anything to 
do with these irregular proceedings. Mr. 
Mahony now will try his luck with another 
jury. 

Proof of fraud is abundant and conclu- 
sive, and although Mr. Hoyne may rejoice 
that his friends, supporters, and assistants 
are escaping conviction, he must be per- 
suaded that his selection would have been 
more satisfactory and more secure if it had 
been honest. 

And for the time being his assistant, Mr. 
Mahony, will be glad that some of the jury- 
men who heard the evidence against him 
were not convinced that he was responsible 
for these frauds.

BRAIN OF BERTILLON.—Dr. Alphonse 
Bertillon, head of the criminal identification 
bureau of the Paris prefecture of police, left | 
his skull by will to the Academy of Medicine. 
Dr. Manouvrier has dissected the bequest 
and finds that the brain weighs 1,525 grame, 
as against the weight of the normal brain 
of 1,800 grams. The weight is considered 
all the rhore remarkable when it is remem- 
bered that Dr. Bertillon had for a long time 
suffered from pernicious anemia. 


A NOTABLE CONVERSION—Paris is con- 
siderably interested in the conversion to Ro- 
man Catholicism of the famouswriter, Mme. 
Juliette Adam, who founded La Nouvelle 
Revue and now edits La Revue Bleue. 
Mme. Adam published her first book as long 
ago as 1858, and she is nearly 80 years old. 
She was the intimate friend of Gambetta and 
the other founders of the third republic, and 
she has been associated all her Life with poli- 
ticlans intensely opposed to clericalism. 


COMPLIMENT FROM CHIN A—Wu Ting- 
fang, the best known Chinese diplomat since 
Li Hung-chang, has been empowered by 
President Yuan Shih-kai to pay the United 
States the highest compliment among the 
great powers. Wu was chosen to bear to 
the nations of the earth the thanks of China 
for recognition of the republic. Now it has 
been decided that the tour of the special en- 
voy is planned in such a way that Washing- 
ton will take precedence of the European 
chancelleries in receiving the formal message 
of appreciation frem China’s government 
and China’s people. President Wilson led 
the way in recognizing China as a self-goy- 
erning commonwealth.

To begin with, the king has an English 
secretary, in the person of Capt. Heaton 
Armstrong, formerly of the Grenadier 
guards. Then there is Miss Wharton, the 
English governess, in charge of little Princess 
Marie and Prince Charies Victor, the children 
of the king and queen. The steward of the 
royal household is also English, rejoicing in 
the name of Clark. 

A German Lutheran chaplain, a couple of 
Austrian chamberiains, an English master 
of the horse, several Prussian officers as 
aides-de-camp, and an Italian master of the 
household figure among the members of the 
party who have arrived with the king and 
queen at Durazzo. 


K = WILLIAM of Albania and his

It is at Durazso rather than at Valona that 
the king has determined to establish his rési- 
dence, taking up his abode in the old palace 
of the Turkish governor, a building which !s 
surrounded by gardens extending down to the 
sea shore. 

Viennese contractors and architects have 
been engaged for weeks past in rendering 
the palace fit for habitation, equipping it with 
electric lights, modern plumbing, and the 
necessary conveniences and comforts. It 
is not an imposing looking building. Itis but 
three stories high, its facade commanding a 
view of the sea. 
| Rents have risen enormously at Durazzo 
m consequence of ite being selected as the 
residence of the sovereign, and Austria has 
been obliged to pay as much as $4,000 a year 
for the diminutive villa which is to serve 
for use as ite legation, while Itely and the 
other great powers are experiencing the 
utmost difficulty in finding suitable premises 
of even the most modest description. 

— 

While this foreign entourage of the king 
and queen will conduce to their comfort and 
probebly to their sense of security, besides 
relieving them of the feeling of isolation 
which they would otherwise experience, its 
presence cannot fall to serve as a continual 
reminder to the Albanians that their new 
rulera are alien to the land, a land where 
until now every foreigner has been looked 
upon as 4 foe. 

The chief support of the king is sad 
Pasha, the former Turkish governor of 
Scutari, and who, scion of one of the his- 
toric families of Albania, boasta of descent 
from a natural son of the Crusader Duo 
Anjou, and still bears the arms of Franoe, 
brised by a bend sinister. 

BEissad, however, is not wholly to be trusted. 
He betrayed Sultan Abdul Hamid, to whom 
he owed his education and his rapid promo- 
tion in the army ee a young officer. He also 
broke faith with the régime that succeeded 
Abdul Hamid. 

Second in command of the defenses of 
Scutari, Essad te credited not only with hav- 
ing played false to his superior there but 
even to have instigated his assassination, so 
as to be free to negotiate with the Monte- 
negrin besiegers of the stronghold, a sur. 
render that enabled him to withdraw with the 
garrison, its arms and guns, for use in 
furthering his own aspirations to the ruler- 
ship of Albania. : 

Then he joined forces with the provisional 
government of Albania at Valona, which had 
for its president a scion of another distin- 
guished Albanian family, Kemal Pasha. He 
fell out with him and forced him to retire, 
thus virtually making himself the head of the

impossible, and thus paving the way to his 
own establishment as ruler with the consent 
of the great powers, as the only one capable 
of maintaining some kind of law and order in 
Albania.

publishing firm of Cope & Fenwick. 

Some time later this firm announced its in- 
tention of publishing the work in an uner- 
purgated form, whereupon litigation ensued, 
and Lord Canterbury was not only forced by 
the courts to surrender the manuscript but 
also was debarred from printing it in any 
form whatsoever.

Later in the game year he appeared again 
in the courts, on this occasion as a plaintiff, 
charging T. W. H. Crosland, author of The 
Unspeakable Scot,” and Lord Alfred Doug- 
las, then owner of the London Academy, with 
libel, the libel consisting of an assertion con- 
tained in the pages of the Academy to the 
effect that Lord Canterbury was at one and 
the same time the chief partner in two pub- 
lishing firms, one devoted to the publication 
of religious works and the other to the 
propagation of improper literature. 

The trial, which took place at the Old 
Bailey, was marked by unusual acrimony, 
not only on the part of the defendants, prose- 
cutor, and witnesses, but also of the eminent 
counsel engaged in the case.

RIGHTS OF STOCKHOLDERS. 


Chicago, March 1.—[To the Legal 
Friend of the People.]—Stock is bought 
on the installment plan, guaranteed to pay 
at least 7 per cent annually. The com- 
pany defaults. Oan it enforce forfeiture 
of amount paid in if within a limit speci- 
fied in contract? Can stockholder com- 
pel payment when such dividend is divert- 
ed to other purposes? In other words, is 
the stockholder at the mercy of the com- 
pany? J. H. 

The right of the stockholder depends upon the 
agreement which he has with the company. This 
agreement is fixed by the terms of the stock is- 
sue, and any other contract which is made when 
the stock is purchased. The company has no 
right to treat the stockholder unfairly by using 
funds which should properly be paid him in 
dividends for some other purpose. If this has 
been done the stockholder has a ground of ac- 
tion against the company. 

A stockholder has a right to examine the com- 
pany’s books and be advised as to the method of 
conducting business.

The punishment for asgault or assault and bat- 
tery under the state law is a fine not less than 
$3, nor more than $100.

berths without paying double fare or double 
transportation.

The reasons for Mr. McCormack’s popularity 
are by no means catalogued with the state- 
ment that he is an Irishman and a tenor. His 
voice is exquisite. His song defines every vir- 
tue of vocal art. His enunciation—particularly 
in English—is like music itself. His diction 
has Hfe and pulse; it is a thing of beauty and 
of eloquence to sway a multitude. His song, 
be its burden grave or gay, bears the impulse 
of a simple, wholesome personality, It sus- 
tains the semblance of spontaneity, as though 
born of an irresistible desire, yet conforms to 
the measured order of a faultiess interpreta- 
tive intention. In short, Mr. McCormack is a 
great artist, and if there are any other reasons 
for his success, omitted in this list, the reader 
may supply them for himself.

Other duties made it impossible to hear the 
French, German, and English songs and arias 
that Mr. McCormack has added to his repertory 
this season, and a record of his success in an- 
cient Irish folk-songs must suffice for this re- 
view.

PLAIN FISH CHOWDER (enough for three 
or four people). —One six inch long slice of 
pork (or two may be used), one good sized 
onion, sliced; two good sized potatoes, peeled 
and sliced; one-half a pound or more of: hali- 
but, cut in small squares; three cups of cold 
water, One or perhaps two cups of milk, and 
Seasoning. With but one cup, this chowder 
will be thick and can well be thinned by add- 
ing milk. Four or five Boston crackers, the 
kind that split in two parts, make a welcome 
final addition, or a half cup of cracker crumbs 
may be added. Cut the pork in little pieces 
and fry on both sides, being careful not to 
burn. Fry in an iron kettle if you have it, 
otherwise in an iron frying pan. When these 
are done, add the other ingredients in layers— 
onions, potatoes, fish. Cover with the cold 
water and bring vo a boil. If now the mixture 
is in a frying pan, turn it into a kettle and cook 
until the potatoes are done. Then add milk and 
lastly the crackers. 

The professional cook rarely would think it 
advisable to cook the fish as long as the other 
ingredients, but it is all right to do so in this 
combination. The presence of the pork fat 
seems to aid the potatoes to soften quickly, and 
they may be quite soft in twenty minutes. 

If experience had not confirmed the knowl- 
edge vhat this is an out of doors dish, super- 
excellent when eaten by the shore of lake or 
river and good in any kind of a dining room, 
by turning to May Irwin's cook book we would 
find that a St. Lawrence river guide gave her 
the following recipe: 

ST. LAWRENCE RIVER FISH CHOWDER.— 
Plac in a deep kettle (an old fashioned one 
is advised) one layer each of salt pork, sliced 
potatoes, fish, pilot crackers, and sliced onions. 
Season with black and red pepper, one lemon, 
and salt to taste. Pour tn milk enough to cover 
it all, then add a tablespoon of butter, and cook 
very slowly.”

Hight innings were plenty, however, as the 
Gleasons were nearly all in from running 
bases so soon after dawn.

Appar- 
ently he is able to control his delivery, and he. 
has a fast ball that looked good today. 


House Obtained from Kewanee. 


House was obtained from the Kewanee team 
of the Central association last fall and never 
has had experience in fast company, although 
he has been pitching for some seasons. He is 
a Kansan by birth and breeding and has done 
most of his huriing in his native commonwealth. 
He began siabbing for the Kansas Western uni- 
versity team in 1908 and turned professional the 
following season, accepting an engagement with 
Minneapolis of the Central Kansas league. In 
1910 House pitched for the Salma, Kaa, team 
of the same league, then went to Rollins, Wyo., 
in 1911 to slab for an independent team. Back 
to Salma went House in 1912, and he graduated 
into the Central association via Kewanee last 
season. 

House is nearly 26 years old and has picked 
up a lot of baseball ase in spite of his compara- 
tive obscurity. He does not stack up with 
the rest of the Sox hurlers in stature. He is 
only five feet ten inches tall and weighs only 
178 pounds when in fighting trim, while the ma- 
jority of the south side slabmen are six feet 
tall or better and tip the beams near the 200 
mark. i

BREAKS WORLD TURF MARK 


Iron Mask Travels 514 Furlongs 
in 1:03 2-5 at Juarez. 


HAS 150 POUNDS IN SADDLE. 


Impost Heaviest Carried by Runner 
on This Continent in Years. 


El Paso, Tex., March 8.— [Special. ]—Iron 
Mask, the great 6 year old gelding owned by 
Jefferson Livingstone of Chicago, made turf 
history at the Juarez track today when he 
lowered the world’s record for five and one- 
half furlongs while carrying an impost of 
150 pounds, the greatest weight placed upon 
a running horse on this continent in years. 
Iron Mask went the distance in 1:03%, clip- 
ping one and one-fifth seconds from the mark 
established by Pan Zareta at the Juarez 
track this winter. The fractional time was 
322%, :33%, :455%, :5644, 1:033¢. 

The Livingstone gelding’s wonderful per- 
formance came in the third race and far over- 
shadowed the carded feature, the Dos Re- 
publicas handicap, which was won by Pan 
Zareta. Iron Mask finished seven lengths 
in front of Pay Streak, with Cosgrove in third 
place, a length and a half behind.

Stocks at Chicago are the largest on record 
for the season, and the usual demand is con- 
spicuous by its absence.

Sharp Upturn Sends Values 
Fractionally Higher than 
a Week Ago. 


BUTTER PRICES LOWER. 


Demand Dull and Further Cut Is 
Expected; Potatoes Ex- 
hibit Firmness. 


Egg prices at Chicago last week closed on a 
rally of 2@2%c a dozen, which left them %@ 
%c a dozen higher than at the close of the. 
preceding week. The upturn came at an un- 
expected time, folowing a break of 2@2%c a 
dozen on Friday, and placed the market in a 
decidedly ticklish position. 

As a result of the late advance firsts” in 
fresh eggs were quoted at 274%4@27%c a dozen. 
A year ago the same grade sold at 17½ a 
dozen. Conservative men in the trade can 
find nothing in the situation to warrant such 
a disparity in prices now and a year ago, and 
they feel that a readjustment to a safer basis 
must come within the next few days. 

Reported receipts are running much small- 
er than at this time last year, the total for the 
week just closed being 43,054 cases, as com- 
pared with 75,334 cases the same week a year

The cabbage market is oversupplied 
and weak, but there have been sharp con- 
cessions made in values during the last few 
days and prices are expected to show a little 
more stability, although it is fairly certain 
they will not go materially higher. 

Old chickens finished the week at a decline 
of 2c a lb, while springs showed a loss of 
e. The former are expected to do a little 
better this week, as buying for Jewish holi- 
days will lend strength to the demand. 
Springs are not expected to show much 
change. Small springs should do well, but 
the heavier lots will come into competition 
with frozen chickens out of coolers and may 
ease off to a slightly lower level.

J. P. MORGAN & CO. STATES 
RELATION WITH NEW HAVEN. 


Letter Sent to Howard Elliott E- 
plains Banking Concern’s Dealings 
with Stocks of Railroads. 


New York, March 8.—In the form of a 
letter to Howard Elliott, chairman of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road company, J. P. Morgan & Co., today 
made public a statement of the fiscal rela- 
tions between the house of Morgan and the 
railroad and its allied companies during the 
twenty years, from 1894 to 1914, in which 
these relations were maintained. 

The: statement shows that during this 
period the Morgan house took part in the 
handling of New Haven and subsidiary com- 
panies’ securities of the par value of $333,- 
082,803, from which the firm realized a total 
net profit of $350,265, being “at an average 
rate of $17,000 per year.” 

The statement shows that on some of the 
purchases of New Haven securities the Mor- 
gan firm sustained a net loss. The letter was 
in reply to one from Chairman Elliott re- 
questing a detailed statement of the financial 
relations, written under date of Feb. 21. 


Defeats “Coffin Trust“ by Death.
